Upon arrival in New York, the sale 
was prevented because of the chick- 
en diseases that had appeared, ami 
thousands 
of 
chickens 
in other 


shipments were dicing daily. 


There were 160 car loads in the 


railroad yards when the embargo 
was put into effect. Walter R. Tho- 
mas of this city was at a loss to 
know what action to take, but kept 
the car in that city with "Peggie"' 
Plummer in charge. 


Otttcers in New York got busy anil 


cleaned up the marketing place, and 
chickens that were found to be sick, 
were killed, and in many instances 
entire car loads were given poison 
gas.. The Rushville car, 
containing 


the Rush county thickens, was in- 
spected and passed the ollicers as 
first class, and they were released. 
The local product company realized 
its money on the shipment, and was 
fortunate in haing the 'car released. 


The chicken disease

No signal -was given when 
the traction car was within 80 to 
100 rods of the crossing as .provided 
by lawv it js alleged.
